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7\  yrASONRY  is  the  most  perfect  of  all  human  institutions.  Its 

y  I  rise  antedates  authentic  history,  and  the  structures  which  lined 
^  the  banks  of  the  Euphrates  and  Tigris,  the  Indus  and  the  Nile, 
proclaimed  practical  perfection  at  a  period  so  remote  that  modern 
investigation  is  unable  with  certainty  to  fix  a  date. 

In  theory  as  well  as  in  practice,  it  has  long  since  attained  perfection. 
When  first  the  human  mind  grasped  the  sublime  verities  of  truth,  lib¬ 
erality  and  charity,  Masonry  was  born  and  sprang  into  being,  perfect 
as  Minerva  came  from  the  brain  of  Jove.  The  roll  of  the  centuries, 
improving  all  things  else,  has  wrought  no  improvement  to  Masonry. 
The  lapidary  must  not  touch  the  pearl,  because,  already  perfect,  it  can¬ 
not  be  made  more  beautiful  or  more  perfect.  Its  symmetrically  rounded 
form,  its  pure  and  dazzling  whiteness,  are  incapable  of  improvement. 
The  Master  Mason  of  to-day  is  no  more  a  Mason  theoretically  than 
was  one  of  the  thirty-three  hundred  who  placed  that  coronet  upon  the 
brow  of  Mount  Moriah  which  made  it  the  glory  of  the  world,  and 
practically  not  his  peer. 

And  thus  will  it  ever  be.  Until  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe 
shall  call  off  this  Lodge  of  Labor,  and  the  rending  of  a  greater  Temple 
veil,  than  that  which  ever  graced  earthly  sanctuary  occurs — the  veil 
which  separates  between  the  visible  and  invisible,  the  holy  place  of 
earth  and  the  Holy  of  Holies  of  heaven,  and  the  many  mansions  appear 
upreared  by  the  Master;  until  then,  nothing  more  perfect  shall  be  re¬ 
vealed.  Then  the  dynamics  of  the  pyramid  and  the  graces  of  earth 
will  be  nothing,  for  the  work  of  the  Master  will  be  manifested. 

Masons  love  Masonry.  As  a  man  his  bride,  men  choose  her.  She 
stands  in  her  purity,  modesty,  and  delightful  mystery,  as  a  holy  virgin. 
She  gives  not  herself  away,  she  is  to  be  won — won  by  wooings  of  love 
and  feelings  of  honor  approaching  veneration.  To  the  world  she  is 
respectful  but  distant ;  to  the  man  who  has  gained  her  favor  and  love 
she  is  true  and  constant  in  prosperity  and  in  adversity,  in  health  and 
in  sickness,  in  life  and  in  death. 

Unique  amidst  all  the  institutions  and  organizations  of  the  earth, 
sacred  as  well  as  profane,  she  solicits  none.  No  pulpit  voices  her  creed, 
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no  preachers  proclaim  her  doctrine,  no  missionaries  are  commissioned 
to  gain  for  her  adherents.  All  that  is  written  in  praise  of  her,  is 
written  for  her,  for  those  who  alone  can  appreciate.  Her  disciples 
love  to  hear  of  her  excellencies,  otherwise  her  name  would  never  be 
lauded  nor  her  praises  sung.  All  that  is  spoken  or  printed  of  Masonry 
is  for  the  ears  and  eyes  of  Masons  alone.  Her  being  is  her  sole  recom¬ 
mendation. 

Her  continuance,  therefore,  is  a  wondrous  mystery.  Many  desire  her 
from  earliest  childhood.  Knowing  her  not,  they  love  her,  and  loving 
desire.  Her  portals  are  always  thronged  with  eager  suitors,  and  an 
entrance  being  granted,  the  heart  is  not  disappointed, — faith  changes 
to  sight  and  hope  into  glad  fruition. 

Not  that  the  unworthy  are  always  excluded.  Under  the  guise  of  vir¬ 
tue  such  sometimes  do  gain  admittance.  But,  not  the  least  wonderful 
thing  about  Masonry  is  her  self-purifying  power.  There  is  nothing  in 
her  to  attract  the  grossly  ignorant,  the  wicked  and  the  unworthy. 
Not  following  her  in  her  elevating  precepts,  such  speedily  fall  by  the 
wayside,  and  hence  it  is  that  every  Lodge  has  a  list,  more  or  less  lengthy, 
of  those  who  were,  but  now  are  not,  her  devotees. 

Not  barren,  but  because  herself  perpetual,  Masonry  is  no  mother. 
Adapted  to  every  age,  at  home  in  every  clime,  suited  to  every  honest 
human  heart  wherever  found,  she  is  everywhere  the  same  and  changes 
not.  Near  the  Pole  or  under  the  Equator,  in  the  Orient,  the  Occident 
or  the  intervening  isles  of  the  sea,  the  Master  Mason  travels  the  same 
road,  is  taught  the  same  lessons,  has  his  character  cast  in  the  same 
mould,  cultivates  the  same  virtues,  shuns  the  same  vices,  and  adores 
the  same  God.  Except  in  the  peculiar  manner  of  worshipping  the 
Supreme  Being,  and  that  is  the  province  of  religion,  no  aspiration  of 
the  soul  is  unsatisfied.  Masonry  covers  all  the  ground  she  claims. 

Many  organizations,  fraternities  and  orders  there  are,  having  aims 
and  objects  widely  diverse.  Some  such  may  be,  to  some  extent,  feeble 
imitations,  but  none  are  the  children  of  Masonry.  Upon  all  has  she 
exerted  an  influence,  more  or  less  direct,  in  theory  and  practice. 
Towards  all  is  she  respectful — but  non-affiliating.  She  ever  claims  her 
right  of  holding  herself  above  and  beyond  all  else — sublimely  alone. 
As  the  stars  pale  before  the  effulgence  of  the  sun,  so  all  else  sinks  into 
obscurity  when  compared  with  this  most  ancient  and  honorable  fra¬ 
ternity.

As  first  the  individual,  then  the  family,  then  the  government,  so  first 
the  Mason,  then  the  Lodge,  then  the  Grand  Lodge.  These  gradations 
follow  as  a  matter  of  inherent  necessity.  Lodges  were  in  existence  at 
the  time  of  the  building  of  the  first  Temple,  under  King  Solomon. 
From  the  captivity  into  Babylon  until  the  coming  of  Christ,  they  were 
dedicated  to  Zerubbabel,  the  leading  spirit  in  the  erection  of  the  sec¬ 
ond  Temple  ;  and  from  that  time  until  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem  by 
the  Roman  Titus,  they  were  dedicated  to  St.  John  the  Baptist. 

It  is  a  matter  of  Masonic  history,  that  during  the  dispersion  of  the 
Jews  which  followed,  many  of  the  Lodges  were  entirely  broken  up,  and 
only  a  few  retained  sufficient  numbers  to  make  them  legal.  Owing  to 
this  fact,  a  general  meeting  of  the  Craft  was  held  in  the  City  of  Benja¬ 
min,  where  the  situation  was  thoroughly  discussed,  and  the  main  cause 
of  the  decline  of  the  Order  attributed  to  the  want  of  a  Grand  Master 
to  administer  its  affairs.  Seven  of  the  most  eminent  members  were 
deputed  to  wait  upon  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  then  Bishop  of  Ephesus, 
to  request  him  to  take  the  office  of  Grand  Master.  Although  well  ad¬ 
vanced  in  life,  he  accepted  the  trust,  thus  completing  by  his  learning 
what  St.  John  the  Baptist  had  accomplished  by  his  zeal.  After  his 
death  the  Christian  Lodges  were  dedicated  to  both  these  distinguished 
personages,  since  which  time  it  has  been  a  custom  among  Freemasons 
to  regurlarly  celebrate  the  24th  of  June  in  honor  of  St.  John  the  Bap¬ 
tist,  and  the  27th  of  December  in  commemoration  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelist. 

Masonry  was  introduced  into  England  during  the  early  part  of  the 
third  century.  The  Emperor  Caraucius,  about  the  year  300  A.  D., 
appointed  Albanus,  a  distinguished  Roman  general,  Grand  Master. 
Athelstane  was  crowned  King  at  Kingston-upon-Thames  in  925.  H6 
was  a  man  of  great  talent,  and  an  enthusiastic  Mason.  He  made  his 
brother  Edwin,  Master  of  the  Craft  in  926.  ‘ ‘Accordingly,  Prince 

Edwin  summoned  all  the  Masons  in  the  realm  to  meet  him  in  a  con¬ 
vention  at  York,  who  came  and  composed  a  General  Lodge,  of  which 
he  was  Grand  Master ;  and  having  brought  with  them  all  the  writings 
and  records  extant — some  in  Greek,  some  in  Latin,  some  in  French, 
and  other  languages — from  the  contents  thereof,  that  assembly  did  frame 
the  constitution  and  charges  of  an  English  Lodge.” 

From  this  communication  our  branch  of  Masonry  takes  its  rise. 
Therefore,  all  the  Warrants  for  subordinate  Lodges,  under  the  jurisdic- 
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tion  of  the  Right  Worshipful,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  begin  with  these  words:  “  Know  ye,  that  we,  the  said  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  most  Ancient  and  Honorable  Fraternity  of  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  (according  to  the  old  Constitution,  revived  by  his 
Royal  Highness,  Prince  Edwin,  at  York,  in  the  kingdom  of  England, 
in  the  year  of  the  Christian  Era  Nine  Hundred,  Twenty  and  Six,  and 
m  the  year  of  Masonry  Four  Thousand,  Nine  Hundred,  Twenty  and 
Six,)  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  authorities  vested  in  us,  do  hereby 
constitute  and  appoint,  &c.” 

The  work  and  development  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  York  in  the 
north;  the  rise  and  development  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  London  in 
the  south;  the  various  influences  which  led  to  the  development  of 
operative  into  speculative  Masonry;  and  finally,  in  1813,  under  their 
respective  Grand  Masters,  the  Duke  of  Kent  and  the  Duke  of  Sussex, 
the  uniting  of  these  two  general  bodies  into  one,  under  the  name  of 
“The  United  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Freemasonry  of  England;” 
these  are  subjects  of  intense  interest  to  the  English-speaking  student 
and  Mason. 

The  first  official  notice  of  Masonry  in  America  was  made  by  the 
Duke  of  Norfolk,  Grand  Master  of  England.  On  the  5th  of  June, 
1730,  he  issued  a  deputation  to  one  Daniel  Coxe,  appointing  him  Pro¬ 
vincial  Grand  Master  of  the  provinces  of  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and 
Pennsylvania,  thereby  authorizing  him  to  constitute  Lodges.  Among 
those  chosen  Grand  Master  in  those  early  days  appears  the  name  of 
Benjamin  Franklin,  who  was  especially  active  in  laboring  for  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  Craft. 

On  the  25th  of  September,  1786,  thirteen  Lodges,  represented  by 
their  Masters  and  Wardens,  met  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  unan¬ 
imously 

“  Resolved,  That  it  would  be  improper  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania  should  remain  any  longer  under  the  authority  of  any 
Foreign  Grand  Lodge.” 

The  day  following,  these  thirteen  Lodges  constituted  the  present 
Grand  Lodge,  under  the  name  and  title  of  “The  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania  and  Masonic  jurisdiction  thereunto  belonging.” 

The  “Masonic  jurisdiction  thereunto  belonging”  seems  to  have  been 
widely  extended.  It  embraced  the  surrounding  States  of  New  Jersey, 
Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia  and  Ohio.  One  Warrant  was  issued  for 
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a  Lodge  in  Indiana;  one  for  a  Lodge  in  South  Carolina;  three  War¬ 
rants  for  military  Lodges;  nine  for  Lodges  in  Louisiana;  more  than 
a  dozen  for  Lodges  in  Cuba  and  San  Domingo  of  the  West  Indies. 
As  late  as  1830-40,  Warrants  were  issued  for  a  Lodge  each  in  Buenos 
Ayres,  Mexico,  and  Cuba.  The  Warrant  for  Lodge  No.  217  was  for 
Uruguay,  South  America.  These  facts  will  explain  why  so  many  of 
the  earlier  numbers  are  now  vacant  in  our  register  of  Lodges. 

Among  the  brave  and  hardy  men  who  founded  Raystown,  and  assisted 
subsequently  at  the  erection  of  Fort  Bedford,  there  were  doubtless 
Masons.  The  list  of  Scotch,  Irish,  and  English  names  would  indicate 
this  much.  Accordingly  we  find  that  in  the  valley  of  the  Juniata, 
Bedford  takes  the  initiative  in  applying  for  a  Charter  for  a  Lodge.  It 
was  number  48,  and  bore  date  December  28,  1789,  but  three  years 
after  the  constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  No.  55,  at  Huntingdon, 
was  granted  July  12,  1792;  68,  at  Mifflin,  March  21,  1796;  and  85, 
at  Alexandria,  December  1,  1800.  These  Lodges  were  all  short-lived. 
The  restless  disposition  of  the  pioneers  who  founded  them  is  sufficient 
explanation.  All  authentic  records  of  these  Lodges  were  burned  with 
the  Temple  on  Chestnut  St.,  Philadelphia,  March  9,  1819. 

The  Warrant  for  Bedford  Bath  Lodge,  No.  137,  Bedford,  Bedford 
county,  was  granted  March  20,  1813.  In  this  Warrant,  Samuel  Riddle 
is  named  as  Worshipful  Master;  Charles  J.  Smith,  Senior  Warden; 
and  George  W.  Barker,  Junior  Warden. 

Samuel  Riddle  was  in  his  day  a  very  prominent  lawyer  of  Bedford. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  at  the  April  term,  1791.  He  was  the  legal 
preceptor  of  Hon.  Alexander  Thomson,  President  Judge  of  this  District 
for  a  period  of  about  fifteen  years.  The  name  of  Charles  J.  Smith 
appears  among  the  Commissioners  of  Bedford  county,  he  having  been 
elected  in  1812.  George  W.  Barker  was  elected  Sheriff  of  the  County 
in  1819.  April  3,  1813,  the  following  were  admitted  as  members  of 
Bedford  Bath  Lodge,  having  been  made  Masons  elsewhere,  or  possibly 
by  Lodge  No.  48.  Thomas  Heyden,  Merchant;  Jacob  Fletcher,  Car¬ 
penter  ;  and  Patrick  McMurray.  During  the  same  year,  Abraham 
Kerns  and  George  Burd  were  entered,  passed,  and  raised.  Abraham 
Kerns  was  a  leading  merchant  of  Bedford,  an  enterprising  and  public 
spirited  man.  Hon.  George  Burd,  son  of  General  Burd,  was  a  lawyer 
by  profession,  having  been  admitted  to  the  bar  at  the  April  term,  1810. 
He  represented  this  District  in  Congress  from  1831-5. 
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This  is  all  the  record  extant  of  Bedford  Bath  Lodge,  No.  137.  But 
three  were  admitted,  and  two  initiated.  Why  it  collapsed  will  ever 
remain  a  mystery,  as  it  surrendered  its  Charter  years  before  the  Anti- 
masonic  movement. 

We  come  now  to  the  third,  and  permanently  successful,  attempt  to 
establish  a  Masonic  Lodge  in  Bedford.  To  John  W.  Lingenfelter  be¬ 
longs  the  honor  and  credit  for  the  ultimate  success  of  this  movement. 
While  traveling  through  the  Western  States  in  the  year  1857,  he  was 
made  an  Entered  Apprentice  Mason  by  a  Lodge  in  Iowa  City.  Upon 
returning  to  his  native  county  brother  Lingenfelter  at  once  set  about 
making  inquiries  concerning  Masons.  The  result  of  his  investigation 
was  that  a  sufficient  number  of  Master  Masons  was  found  to  justify  an 
application  for  a  Charter  for  a  Lodge.  Accordingly,  application  be¬ 
ing  made  in  due  and  legal  form,  the  following  warrant  was  issued  :

and  authorities  vested  in  us,  Do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  our  worthy  and  well 
beloved  Brethren,  Nathan  E.  Gilds,  Worshipful  Master,  James  Patton,  Senior  War¬ 
den,  and  Daniel  Minnich,  Junior  Warden,  of  a  Lodge  to  be  called  Bedford  Lodge, 
Number  Three  Hundred  and  Twenty,  to  be  held  at  Bedford,  Bedford  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  or  within  five  miles  of  the  same. 

Jlnd  we  do  further  Authorize  and  Empower  our  said  trusty  and  well-beloved 
Brethren,  Nathan  E.  Gilds,  James  Patton,  and  Daniel  Minnich  to  admit  and  make 
Free  Masons,  according  to  the  most  Ancient  and  Honorable  Custom  of  the  Royal 
Craft,  in  all  ages  and  nations  throughout  the  known  world,  and  not  contrariwise 
And  we  do  further  Empower  and  Appoint  the  said  Nathan  E.  Gilds,  James  Patton, 
and  Daniel  Minnich,  and  their  successors,  to  hear  and  determine  all  and  singular 
matters  and  things  relating  to  the  Craft,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Lodge, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  members  of  the  said  Lodge. 

Jind  Lastly,  We  do  hereby  authorize  and  empower  our  said  trusty  and  well  beloved 
Brethren,  Nathan  E.  Gilds,  James  Patton,  and  Daniel  Minnich  to  Instal  their  suc¬ 
cessors,  being  first  duly  Elected  and  Chosen,  to  whom  they  shall  deliver  this  Warrant ; 
and  to  invest  them  with  all  the  powers  and  dignities  to  their  offices  respectively  be¬ 
longing,  and  such  successors  shall,  in  like  manner,  from  time  to  time,  instal  their 
successors,  etc.,  etc.,  etc.  Such  installations  to  be  upon  or  near  St.  John,  the  Evan¬ 
gelist’s  Day,  during  the  continuance  of  this  Lodge  forever  :  Provided  always,  that 
the  said  above  named  Brethren,  and  their  successors,  pay  due  respect  to  this  Right 
Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Ordinances  thereof,  otherwise  this  Warrant  to  be  of 
no  force  or  effect.

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On  Thursday  evening,  May  27th,  1858,  acting  under  the  foregoing 
Warrant,  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Alexander  M.  Lloyd,  con¬ 
vened  a  number  of  brethren  in  Odd  Fellows’  Hall,  corner  of  Pitt  and 
Richard  streets,  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  Bedford  Lodge,  No.  320. 

The  following  officers  were  present :  Alexander  M.  Lloyd,  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  of  Lodge  No.  282.  James  Funk,  Deputy  Grand 
Senior  Warden,  of  Lodge  No.  282.  James  Creamer,  Deputy  Grand 
Junior  Warden,  of  Lodge  No.  282.  Samuel  Davis,  Deputy  Grand 
Treasurer,  of  Lodge  No.  90.  David  M.  Confer,  Deputy  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary,  of  Lodge  No.  282.  Benjamin  R.  Henderson,  Deputy  Grand 
Senior  Deacon,  of  Lodge  No.  220.  Matthew  M.  Peeples,  Deputy 
Grand  Junior  Deacon,  of  Lodge  No.  202.  John  Alsip,  Deputy  Grand 
Tyler,  of  Lodge  No.  220. 

The  following  brethren  were  present :  Samuel  G.  Statler,  of  Lodge 
No.  281.  John  S.  Statler,  of  Lodge  No.  84.  Daniel  Minnich,  of 
Lodge  No.  151.  James  Patton,  of  Lodge  No.  196.  Nathan  E.  Gilds, 
of  Lodge  No.  282. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Warrant,  which  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  Dis¬ 
trict  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Alexander  M.  Lloyd,  installed  Brother 
Nathan  E.  Gilds,  Worshipful  Master;  Brother  James  Patton,  Senior 
Warden;  Brother  Daniel  Minnich,  Junior  Warden. 

The  Worshipful  Master  was  pleased  to  appoint  Brother  Samuel  Davis, 
Treasurer;  Brother  John  Alsip,  Secretary  ;  Brother  Matthew  M.  Pee¬ 
ples,  Senior  Deacon ;  Brother  Benjamin  R.  Henderson,  Junior  Deacon. 
The  two  brethren  first  named  being  likewise  installed  by  Brother  Alex¬ 
ander  M.  Lloyd,  Bedford  Lodge  No.  320,  had  a  legal,  and  we  trust 
a  perpetual  existence. 

Upon  the  same  evening,  May  27,  1858,  John  W.  Lingenfelter  was 
passed  to  the  degree  of  a 'Fellow  Craft  Mason,  and  by  virtue  of  a  dis¬ 
pensation,.  he  was  raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  a  Master  Mason. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  Warrant  members  of  Bedford  Lodge 
No.  320:  Nathan  E.  Gilds,  James  Patton,  Daniel  Minnich,  Samuel 
Davis,  John  Alsip,  John  S.  Statler,  Samuel  G.  Statler,  Matthew  M. 
Peeples,  Benjamin  R.  Henderson.  Of  these  only  Daniel  Minnich  and  * 
Benjamin  R.  Henderson  survive  as  members  of  the  Lodge,  and  their 
Masonic  history  will  appear  further  on,  under  the  proper  head. 
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NATHAN  E.  GILDS, 

Warrant  member  and  first  Worshipful  Master  of  Bedford  Lodge  No. 
320,  was  made  a  Mason  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  but  at  the  time  of  the 
constitution  of  Bedford  Lodge,  he  was  a  member  of  Juniata  Lodge 
No.  282,  held  at  Hollidaysburg,  Pa.  He  was  a  minister  of  the  Gospel 
by  calling,  and  was  in  communion  with  the  German  Reformed  church. 
He  was  for  many  years  the  beloved  pastor  of  the  St.  Clairsville  charge, 
with  his  residence  at  St.  Clairsville.  Having  been  made  a  Mason  in 
another  jurisdiction,  he  had  some  difficulty  with  the  Pennsylvania  work, 
but  he  is  spoken  of  to  this  day  by  the  older  brethren  as  having  been  a 
model  Worshipful  Master,  presiding  over  his  Lodge  with  grace  and 
dignity,  and  very  punctual  in  his  attendance  upon  meetings.  Some 
years  after  the  constitution  gf  the  Lodge,  he  accepted  a  call  to  a  charge 
in  the  county  of  Adams;  from  thence  he  removed  to  the  State  of  Mary¬ 
land,  and  a  few  years  since  he  responded  to  a  call  from  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Universe,  and  exchanged  the  toils  of  earth  for  the  rest 
and  full  fruition  of  the  blessed  in  heaven. 


JAMES  PATTON, 

Warrant  member  and  first  Senior  Warden  of  Bedford  Lodge,  was 
received  from  Lodge  No.  196.  As  he  came  to  this  county  from  Colum¬ 
bia,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  it  is  fair  to  conclude  that  Lodge  No. 
196  was  held  in  that  vicinity.  He  was  at  one  time  collector  of  tolls 
on  the  canal,  with  his  station  at  Columbia,  and  subsequently  he  was 
proprietor  and  editor  of  the  Columbia  Spy.  He  owned  the  farm  upon 
which  Loysburg  is  now  located,  and  it  was  in  his  honor  that  the  village 
bore  the  name  of  Pattonville  until  quite  recently.  During  his  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  Lodge,  he  was  quite  regular  in  his  attendance  upon  the 
meetings.  Removing  to  Philadelphia,  he  resigned  his  membership  at 
an  early  day. 


SAMUEL  DAVIS, 

Warrant  member  and  first  Treasurer  of  Bedford  Lodge,  was  received 
from  Lodge  No.  90.  As  the  only  Lodge  No.  90  ever  chartered  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  was  held  at  New  Orleans,  Louisiana, 
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and  that  surrendered  its  Warrant  in  1802,  we  must  conclude  that  this 
Lodge  No.  90,  was  under  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Grand  Lodge. 
Brother  Samuel  Davis  had  his  residence  in  Bedford,  and  at  time  of  the 
constitution  of  the  Lodge  he  was  the  proprietor  of  the  Washington 
House,  and  treasurer  of  the  county,  having  been  elected  in  1857.  He 
was  a  painstaking  and  methodical  business  man,  and  the  Lodge  accord¬ 
ingly  recognized  these  good  qualities  by  electing  him  its  Treasurer  for 
eight  consecutive  terms.  He  remained  in  active  membership  with  the 
Lodge  until  his  death,  which  occurred  April  1,  1865.  He  was  buried 
with  Masonic  honors  in  Bedford  cemetery,  where  an  imposing  monu¬ 
ment  marks  his  resting-place. 


JOHN  ALSIP, 

Warrant  member  and  first  Secretary  of  Bedford  Lodge,  was  received 
from  Portage  Lodge  No.  220,  held  at  Hollidaysburg,  Pa.  He  was 
elected  Sheriff  of  Bedford  county  in  1851,  in  which  year  he  took  up  his 
residence  in  the  town  of  Bedford.  At  the  time  of  the  constitution  of 
the  Lodge,  he  was  engaged  in  business  as  a  merchant.  On  February 
13,  1868,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  As  a  Secretary,  brother  John 
Alsip  was  accurate,  and  followed  closely  the  Masonic  forms.  The  rec¬ 
ords  during  his  term  of  office  are  better  kept  than  for  years  subsequently. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  read  them,  and  one  acquainted  with  Masonic  verb¬ 
iage  cannot  help  but  think  that  the  writer  was  a  close  student  of  the 
Royal  Art.  Brother  John  Alsip  was  buried  October  1,  1885.  His 
remains  repose  in  the  Bedford  cemetery. 


JOHN  S.  STATLER, 

Warrant  member  of  the  Bedford  Lodge  was  received  from  Lodge 
No.  84.  This  was  one  of  the  earlier  Lodges,  and  the  Grand  Secretary 
informs  me  that  its  location  is  unknown.  At  the  time  of  the  con¬ 
stitution  of  Bedford  Lodge  brother  John  S.  Statler  lived  in  Schellsburg. 
He  owned  the  farm  and  mill  south  of  the  village;  being  then  quite  an 
aged  man,  he  was  not  able  to  attend  meetings  frequently,  and  a  very 
few  years  later  the  Grand  Master  suffered  him  to  enter  into  eternal 
rest.  He  was  buried  at  Schellsburg. 
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SAMUEL  G.  STATLER, 

Warrant  member  of  Bedford  Lodge,  and  son  of  brother  John  S. 
Statler,  was  received  from  Mountain  Lodge  No.  281,  held  at  Altoona, 
Pa.  At  the  time  of  the  constitution  of  the  Lodge  he  had  his 
residence  at  St.  Clairsville,  and  was  a  physician  by  occupation.  He 
filled  the  office  of  Junior  Warden  for  three  terms,  and  for  a  number  of 
years  was  regular  in  his  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  the  Lodge. 
December  27,  1874,  he  was  suspended  from  membership  for  non-pay¬ 
ment  of  dues. 


MATTHEW  M.  PEEPLES, 

Warrant  member  of  Bedford  Lodge,  was  received  from  Lodge  No. 
202 — location  unknown.  His  residence  was  at  Bloody  Run,  now  Ev¬ 
erett.  He  formerly  had  been  a  farmer,  but  at  the  time  of  the  constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  Lodge  was  engaged  in  business  as  a  merchant.  He  was 
possessed  of  quite  considerable  wealth.  Brother  Matthew  M.  Peeples 
served  as  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  for  two  years,  being  the  successor  of 
brother  John  Alsip.  The  records  during  his  term  are  fairly  well  kept. 
He  remained  a  member  of  the  Lodge,  in  good  and  regular  standing, 
until  his  death,  September  27,  1862.  He  sleeps  in  the  Bedford  ceme¬ 
tery. 


LAWRENCE  TALIAFERRO. 

Upon  entering  the  waiting  room  of  our  present  beautiful  Lodge 
home,  one  of  the  first  objects  to  attract  the  attention  is  a  Masonic  Apron 
tastefully  inserted  in  a  glass  covered  frame,  which  is  suspended  from 
the  wall  almost  opposite  the  entrance  door.  Examining  this  interest¬ 
ing  relic  more  closely,  it  will  be  observed  that,  although  the  Apron  is 
quite  ancient-looking  and  worn,  it  was  originally  of  exquisite  design 
and  workmanship.  That  Apron  was  used  during  more  than  forty  years 
by  Brother  Major  Lawrence  Taliaferro.  This  brother  was  not  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Bedford  Lodge,  but  was  so  prominently  identified  with  it  in  its 
earlier  history  that  a  notice  of  the  fact  is  altogether  worthy  of  insertion 
here. 

Brother  Taliaferro  was  a  Virginian  by  birth,  breeding,  and  Masonic 
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affiliation.  He  was  a  gentleman  of  the  old  school,  and  a  Mason  pecu¬ 
liarly  beloved  and  honored  by  the  brethren.  He  sustained  somewhat 
the  same  relation  to  Bedford  Lodge  aforetime,  that  Brother  Robert  L. 
Holliday  does  at  present.  Like  Brother  Holliday,  he  was  a  Mason 
whom  all  the  brethren  were  proud  to  recognize  and  meet  upon  the 
Square.  He  was  called  off  from  labor  January  18,  1871. 

Upon  the  minutes  of  the  stated  communication  of  Bedford  Lodge, 
held  February  1,  1871,  the  following  appears: 

“  Resolved,  That  we  gladly  and  gratefully  accept  the  kind  present 
of  the  Regalia  of  her  husband,  from  Mrs.  Ellen  Taliaferro,  widow  of 
our  late  venerable,  respected,  true,  and  beloved  brother,  Major  Law¬ 
rence  Taliaferro. 

11  Resolved,  That  we  highly  prize  the  gift  as  a  memento  of  one  whose 
life  was  ever  an  exemplification  of  the  truths  of  Masonry,  and  that  a 
Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  have  it  properly  framed,  and  hung 
upon  the  wall  of  the  Lodge  room  as  a  perpetual  reminder  of  the  dear 
old  brother  who,  for  more  than  forty  years  wore  it  so  gloriously  and 
honorably. 

“  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  convey  to  Mrs.  Talia¬ 
ferro,  under  the  seal  of  the  Lodge,  an  expression  of  our  warmest  thanks 
for  the  gift,  more  precious  to  his  brethren  than  anything  else  we  could 
have  received,  and  to  assure  her  of  our  sincere  appreciation  of  her  kind¬ 
ness,  and  also  of  our  earnest  and  heartfelt  sympathy  with  her  in  her 
bereavement.” 

Near  the  entrance  gate,  the  visitor  to  our  cemetery  passes  a  substan¬ 
tial  looking  brick  vault,  and  above  the  single  name  “  Taliaferro  ”  may 
be  seen  the  all-seeing  Eye  cut  in  marble — a  mark  recognized  by  every 
Mason. 


After  its  constitution,  Bedford  Lodge  continued  to  hold  its  commu¬ 
nications  in  the  Odd  Fellows’  Hall  for  a  period  of  about  two  years. 
The  place  of  meeting  was  then  changed  to  the  east  side,  third  floor,  of 
that  same  building  on  the  corner  of  Pitt  and  Richard  streets. 

On  the  nth  day  of  August,  1870,  a  Masonic  Hall,  in  what  is  known 
as  the  Shoemaker  building,  on  Pitt  street,  was  dedicated.  This  event 
was  celebrated  by  the  having  of  the  only  Masonic  procession  ever  wit¬ 
nessed  in  Bedford.  Brother  John  Alsip  officiated  as  Marshal  on  this 
occasion.  After  marching  through  the  various  streets  of  the  town,  the 
Lodge  was  joined  by  the  Grand  Officers  of  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand 
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Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  procession  then  repaired  to  the  new 
Lodge  room.  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  ample  form. 

Robert  H.  Lamberton,  Grand  Master;  Samuel  C.  Perkins  Deputy, 
Grand  Master ;  Alfred  R.  Potter,  Grand  Senior  Warden ;  J.  Ross 
Anderson,  Grand  Junior  Warden,  pro  tem ;  John  Thomson,  Grand 
Secretary;  Charles  W.  Kingston,  Grand  Tyler. 

The  impressive  dedicatory  services  were  conducted  by  the  Grand 
Officers,  and  Bedford  Lodge  was  in  possession  of  a  new  and  better 
home. 

Nearly  ten  years  thereafter  another  change  was  made.  On  the  8th 
of  October,  1879,  ^rst  special  meeting  of  the  Lodge  was  held  in  its 
present  hall  in  the  Brode  building,  corner  of  Pitt  and  Julianna  streets. 
Some  legal  difficulty  seems  to  have  attended  this  removal,  as  it  was  not 
until  the  26th  of  November  that  the  first  stated  communication  was 
held  there.  (The  older  brethren  will  understand  all  about  this.) 

This  suite  of  rooms  is  all  that  can  be  desired,  and  is  Masonically 
perfect  in  all  of  its  appointments.  Visitors  pronounce  it  one  of  the 
handsomest  halls  in  the  jurisdiction.  From  time  to  time  the  Lodge 
has  been  adding  to  its  beauty  and  convenience,  until  now  it  can  truth¬ 
fully  be  said  that  nothing  more  remains  to  be  done.  Bedford  Chapter 
No.  255,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  also  meets  in  this  hall. 

Two  other  Masonic  Lodges  are  held  in  Bedford  county.  Lodge 
No.  524,  is  held  at  Everett,  and  Lodge  No.  539,  at  Woodbury. 

Everett  Lodge,  No.  524,  was  Warranted  September  3,  1873.  All 
but  one  of  its  Warrant  members  went  out  from  Bedford  Lodge. 
Brother  Oliver  L.  Lockwood  was  received  from  Kingston  Lodge  No. 
10,  of  the  State  of  New  York.  The  following  Warrant  members  were 
formerly  members  of  Bedford  Lodge  :  Martin  D.  Barndollar,  John  W. 
Barndollar,  Barton  A.  Cooper,  D.  Stuart  Elliott,  James  W.  Hughes, 
H.  Howard  Hill,  Joseph  C.  Long,  Benjamin  M.  Lodge,  William 
Masters,  Andrew  J.  Nycum,  John  W.  Smith,  James  T.  Sheeder,  Simon 
States,  Samuel  D.  Williams,  Jacob  B.  Williams. 

The  officers  named  in  the  Warrant  of  Everett  Lodge,  are:  James

den;  Barton  A.  Cooper,  Junior  Warden.  This  Lodge  is  now  in  a 
very  flourishing  condition. 

Woodbury  Lodge,  No.  539,  was  constituted  August  1,  1875.  The

We 
are  a  border  Lodge,  situate  near  a  jurisdiction  having  work  other  than 
our  own ;  yet  in  no  spirit  of  boastfulness  is  the  assertion  made,  that 
nowhere  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  is  the  work  as  taught  by  her  more 
closely  adhered  to,  than  in  Bedford  Lodge,  No.  320.  By  frequent 
pilgrimages  to  the  Temple,  our  Mecca,  we  have  been  able  to  attain 
this  end.

Several  years  ago,  while  wandering  through  the  streets  of  the  old 
city  of  Genoa,  Italy,  I  came  upon  a  magnificent  palace  all  hung  with 
garlands  and  immortelles.  My  guide  informed  me  that  there  had  been 
the  residence  of  Garibaldi,  and  the  day  being  the  anniversary  of  his 
death,  the  patriotic  citizens  had  decorated  the  palace  as  an  honor  to 
his  memory.  Well  they  might,  it  occurred  to  me,  for  had  not  he  been 
to  that  country  what  Napoleon  Bonaparte  had  been  to  France,  and 
our  own  Washington  had  been  to  America? — a  liberator  to  Italy,  and 
a  champion  of  civilization  and  enlightenment  to  all  Europe  ? 
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Upon  drawing  nearer  and  examining  the  palace  more  closely,  I 
observed  that  the  key-stone  of  the  main  entrance  was  of  different  col¬ 
ored  marble,  more  beautifully  polished  than  the  remainder  of  the 
building,  and  so  inserted  as  to  stand  out  prominently  and  attract  atten¬ 
tion  ;  and  there,  deeply  cut  in  the  centre  of  that  key-stone,  were  the 
crossed  Square  and  Compasses,  a  mark  familiar  to  every  Mason.  The 
distinguished  Italian  patriot  had  taken  this  method  of  expressing  to  the 
world  the  high  esteem  and  veneration  with  which  he  regarded  our 
ancient  and  honorable  fraternity,  and  this  was  his  tribute  to  its  influ¬ 
ence  upon  his  noble  and  useful  life. 

While  we  do  not  thus  have  this  device  cut  upon  our  habitations,  may 
what  it  represents  be  impressed  upon  our  characters  and  inscribed  upon 
our  hearts,  and  may  the  fruitage  of  good  works  in  our  lives  indicate 
our  affiliation  with  the  True  Tribe,  and  our  devotion  to  the  Noble 
Craft.

Sec.  2.  If  the  Lodge  be  specially  convened  in  consequence  of  a 
dispensation,  or  at  the  instance  of  a  brother  to  advance  him,  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  such  special  meeting  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  for  whose 
benefit  it  is  called,  unless  the  Worshipful  Master  considers  such  meet¬ 
ing  necessary  for  dispatch  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  No  business  whatever  shall  be  transacted  at  a  special  meet¬ 
ing,  except  the  business  for  which  such  meeting  is  specially  called. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Election  of  Officers. 

Sec.  1.  On  the  night  appointed,  the  election  of  officers  shall  be  the 
first  business  in  order  after  the  reading  of  the  Minutes,  Reports  of 
Committees,  Petitions  of  Applicants,  Balloting  for  and  Initiation  of 
Candidates  in  waiting.  Provided  nevertheless ,  That  said  election  shall 
not  be  held  before  eight  o’clock. 

Sec.  2.  Before  proceeding  to  the  election,  the  Secretary  shall  read 
and  present  to  the  Worshipful  Master  a  certified  list  of  all  those  mem¬ 
bers  who  are  not  in  arrears  to  the  Ledge.  Whereupon  the  Worshipful 
Master  shall  announce  that  such  members  only  are  eligible  to  office, 
and  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec.  3.  No  visitor  shall  be  admitted  on  the  night  of  election,  until 
after  the  election  shall  have  been  concluded,  except  elective  officers  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

Officers. 

Sec.  1.  In  addition  to  the  officers  required  by  the  Ahiman  Rezon, 
there  shall  be  appointed  annually  a  Pursuivant,  two  Masters  of  Cere¬ 
monies,  and  a  Chaplain. 

Sec.  2.  The  Worshipful  Master  shall  appoint  all  standing  and 
special  committees,  unless  otherwise  provided  for  by  these  By-laws,  or 
the  resolutions  for  the  appointment  thereof.  He  shall  have  a  casting 
vote  on  all  questions  upon  which  there  may  be  an .  equal  division  of 
votes,  except  in  the  election  of  officers. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  which  may  be  paid 
to  the  Lodge,  other  than  as  dues  and  fees,  and  also  from  the  Secretary 
all  such  money  as  he  may  collect  from  time  to  time.  His  accounts, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  finances  of  the  Lodge,  shall  be  laid 
by  him  upon  the  Treasurer’s  table  for  the  inspection  of  the  members, 
at  the  stated  meeting  next  preceeding  the  annual  election.  He  shall 
give  a  bond  in  favor  of  the  Worshipful  Master  for  the  time  being,  his 
executors  and  administrators,  for  the  use  of  the  Lodge,  in  the  penal 
sum  of  $500,  with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  conditioned  for  the 
due  performance  of  his  trust,  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  ten  dollars 
per  year. 

Sec.  4.  The  Secretary  shall,  in  the  notice  for  each  stated  meeting, 
set  forth  the  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation  of  every  applicant 
for  initiation  and  membership,  or  for  membership  only,  whose  appli¬ 
cation  is  then  pending.  In  the  notices  for  the  stated  meeting  next 
preceding  the  annual  election,  he  shall  notify  each  Brother  of  the 
amount  of  his  arrearages,  including  the  dues  up  to  the  St.  John’s  day 
next  succeeding  such  meeting,  and  said  notices  shall  have  written  or 
printed  therein,  Section  3  of  Article  VI  of  these  By-Laws.  He  shall 
furnish  every  member  with  a  copy  of  the  By-Laws.  He  shall,  when 
necessary,  give  the  notice  required  of  proposed  amendments  or  altera¬ 
tions  of  these  By-Laws.  He  shall  furnish  in  writing  to  the  first  named 
on  each  committee,  as  soon  as  possible,  a  list  of  the  committee  and  a 
short  abstract  of  the  business  to  which  its  attention  is  directed,  with 
the  papers  relating  thereto ;  which  papers  the  Brother  so  first  named 
shall  be  answerable  for,  and  shall  return  with  the  report  of  the  gom- 
mittee.  He  shall  keep  the  accounts  of  dues  and  fees  between  the 
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Lodge  and  each  member  respectively,  and  receive  all  moneys  which 
may  be  paid  to  this  Lodge  as  dues  and  fees ;  shall  report  the  amount 
of  money  received  at  each  meeting,  and  the  persons  from  whom  re¬ 
ceived,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  Treasurer  forthwith ,  taking  his 
receipt  therefor ;  and  shall  perform  all  such  services  appertaining  to 
his  office  as  the  Lodge  shall  direct.  For  which  services  he  shall  receive 
fifty  dollars  per  year. 

Sec.  5.  The  Tyler  shall  do  the  ordinary  service  connected  with 
his  office  as  the  Lodge  requires,  and  as  a  compensation  shall  receive 
thirty  dollars  per  year. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Applications. 

Sec.  1.  On  the  rejection  of  an  applicant  for  initiation  or  member¬ 
ship,  no  member  or  visitor  shall  disclose  the  name  of  any  brother  who 
may  have  opposed  his  admission,  under  the  penalty,  if  a  member,  of 
expulsion,  and  if  a  visitor,  of  never  being  permitted  to  visit  this  Lodge 
again,  or  to  become  a  member  thereof;  and  that  none  present  may 
remain  ignorant  of  this  By-Law,  the  Worshipful  Master  shall  cause  it 
to  be  read  immediately  after  the  rejection  of  a  candidate. 

Sec.  2.  All  petitions  for  initiation  or  membership  shall  be  accom¬ 
panied  with  the  full  amount  of  the  fee.  If  the  petition  be  withdrawn 
or  the  candidate  is  rejected,  the  money  shall  be  returned  ;  but  if  ap¬ 
proved  or  elected,  and  he  does  not  come  forward  within  six  months 
thereafter,  it  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  3.  An  applicant  for  initiation  or  membership  who  has  been 
rejected  shall  be  immediately  notified  thereof  in  writing  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Fees. 

Sec.  1.  The  fees  for  conferring  degrees  and  membership  shall  be  as 
follows,  viz. : 

For  conferring  the  three  degrees  by  dispensation,  in  addition  to 


the  expenses  of  the  dispensation, . . . $30 

For  initiation  and  membership, . . 30 
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For  the  admission  to  membership  of  Brother  Masons,  as  follows,  viz  : 


For  the  admission  of  an  Entered  Apprentice,  . . $20 

For  the  admission  of  a  Fellow  Craft, . 12 

For  the  admission  of  a  Master  Mason, .  7 


Which  fees,  according  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2,  Article  IV, 
shall  in  all  cases  be  payable  in  advance. 

Sec.  2.  Should  a  Brother  who  has  received  his  degrees  in  this  Lodge 
by  dispensation  be  desirous  of  membership,  he  shall  pay  for  his  admis¬ 
sion  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  A  Brother  who  has  resigned,  or  been  suspended  or  expelled 
from  this  Lodge  shall,  on  being  re-admitted,  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Dues. 

Sec.  1.  Every  member  not  exempt  by  a  vote  of  the  Lodge,  or  by 
these  By-Laws,  shall  pay  on  each  stated  night  of  meeting  the  sum  of 
fifty  cents. 

Sec.  2.  No  member  who  shall,  at  the  time  of  holding  the  annual 
election  for  officers,  be  in  arrears  to  the  Lodge,  shall  be  eligible  to  any 
office,  or  permitted  to  vote,  until  all  his  arrears  have  been  paid,  or  re¬ 
mitted  by  a  vote  of  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  being  in  arrears  to  the  Lodge  upon  the  night 
of  the  annual  election,  and  neglecting  or  refusing  to  pay  the  same  after 
he  has  been  duly  notified  of  the  proposed  action  of  the  Lodge  thereon, 
may  be  suspended  from  membership,  unless  it  appears  that  he  has  been 
absent  from  the  county  six  months,  or  has  had  his  dues  remitted  :  Pro¬ 
vided  however ,  that  before  any  member  be  suspended,  it  shall  satisfac¬ 
torily  appear  to  the  Lodge  that  such  member  has  received  due  notice 
as  required  by  section  4,  Article  III,  of  these  By-Laws,  or  that  it  was 
impossible  to  serve  him  with  such  notice. 

Sec.  4.  Life  Membership.  Any  member  of  this  Lodge  who  shall 
pay,  over  and  above  all  arrearages  of  dues,  initiation,  or  admission  fees, 
the  sum  of  sixty  dollars,  or,  if  a  member  of  five  year’s  standing,  the 
sum  of  thirty  dollars,  shall  be  constituted  a  Life  Member,  and  be 
exempt  from  all  dues  or  contributions  whatever. 

Sec.  5.  Honorary  Membership.  Any  Brother  who  has  been  a 
member  of  this  Lodge,  and  in  good  standing,  for  fifteen  years  and  up 
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wards,  may  by  a  vote  of  the  Lodge  be  made  an  Honorary  Member, 
and  as  such,  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  membership,  without  the 
payment  of  dues. 

A  Brother  who  has  resigned  from  this  Lodge,  shall,  upon  his  re¬ 
admission,  be  credited,  in  respect  of  his  becoming  a  Life  Member  or 
Honorary  Member,  with  the  time  for  which  he  was  actually  a  member. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Advancement. 

No  Brother  shall  be  entitled  to  advancement  in  the  Order,  until  he 

shall  have  given  proofs  of  his  proficiency  in  his  former  degrees,  paid 

his  fees  and  dues,  and  signed  the  By-Laws.

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Resignations. 

Any  member  wishing  to  resign  from  this  Lodge,  shall  present  his 
resignation  in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting ;  at  the  next  succeeding 
stated  meeting,  the  resignation,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sec.  45, 
page  56  of  the  Ahiman  Rezon,  shall  be  accepted  .  Provided  however , 
in  case  of  an  emergency,  of  which  the  Lodge  shall  be  the  judge,  the 
resignation  (subject  as  aforesaid)  may  be  accepted  at  the  meeting  when 
it  is  offered. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Standing  Co?nmittees. 

Sec.  1.  Committee  of  Grievance.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of 
Grievance,  consisting  of  three  members,  two  of  whom  shall  be  Past 
Masters,  which  shall  be  appointed  annually  at  the  stated  meeting  of 
the  Lodge  next  ensuing  the  annual  election,  to  whom  all  complaints 
against  any  of  the  brethren  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  referred,  with  direc¬ 
tions  to  examine  with  care  and  accommodate  the  difference  in  an 
amicable  manner,  if  possible ;  but  if  they  cannot  do  so,  then  to  report 
to  the  Lodge  their  proceedings,  together  with  all  the  facts  connected 
with  the  case,  and  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  recom¬ 
mend. 

Sec.  2.  Committee  of  Charity .  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of 
Charity,  consisting  of  members  of  the  Lodge,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a 
Past  Master,  and  who  shall  be  appointed  annually  on  the  night  of 
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election,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  petitions  for  charity,  after  they 
have  been  read  in  open  Lodge ;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  examine 
and  see  if  the  situation  of  the  applicant  be  as  has  been  stated,  and 
whether  such  applicant  is  entitled  and  every  way  worthy  to  receive 
charity  from  this  Lodge,  and  if  so,  to  request  the  Worshipful  Master 
to  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  such  part  of  the  sum  granted  by 
the  Lodge  to  such  petitioner  as  his  or  her  case  may  require,  but  no 
more. 

Sec.  3.  Committee  on  Accounts.  The  Committee  on  Accounts  shall 
consist  of  five  members,  (the  Master,  Wardens,  and  two  Past  Masters) 
who  shall  be  appointed  annually  on  the  night  of  the  election,  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  report  at  the  next  stated  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  Committee  on  Furniture.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on 
Furniture,  consisting  of  the  Worshipful  Master,  Treasurer,  and  Secre¬ 
tary,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the  clothing  and  furniture  of  the  Lodge, 
keep  the  same  in  repair,  purchase  new  clothing  and  furniture  when 
directed,  and  make  a  written  report  with  a  full  and  correct  inventory 
attached,  of  the  amount  and  condition  of  their  trust,  at  the  stated 
meeting  next  succeeding  the  annual  election. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Ethics. 

Suits  at  law,  private  jealousies,  disagreements  and  differences,  among 
the  brethren  of  the  Lodge  shall  be  discouraged ;  and  when  any  of  the 
members  exceed  the  bounds  of  morality,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Master  and  Wardens  to  admonish  and  reprove  them,  and  if  their  in¬ 
fluence  is  not  sufficient  to  restrain  such  member  or  members,  this 
Lodge  shall  immediately  use  such  means  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
to  remove  the  evil. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Trustees. 

Sec.  1.  At  the  stated  meeting  next  preceding  St.  John’s,  the 
Evangelist’s  Day,  annually,  there  shall  be  elected  three  Trustees  to 
seive  for  one  year. 

Sec.  2.  All  investments  of  the  Lodge  shall  be  made  in  the  names  of 
the  said  Trustees,  as  “Trustees of  Bedford  Lodge,  No.  320,  F.  and  A. 
M.,  and  their  successors  and  assigns;  ”  they  shall  make  no  investment, 
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except  in  bonds  and  mortgages,  the  public  stocks  or  loans  of  the 
United  States,  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  or  of  the  Masonic  loans 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania ;  and  they  shall  have  no  power 
to  alter,  change,  or  dispose  of  any  of  said  investments  or  securities, 
without  the  sanction  of  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  have  charge  of  all  real  estate,  securities,  and  in¬ 
vestments  of  the  Lodge  ;  collect  the  income,  interest,  and  dividends 
thereof,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  Secretary  at  the  next  stated 
meeting  after  the  same  shall  have  been  collected,  taking  his  receipt 
therefor. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  make  a  full  report  to  the  Lodge  upon  the  even¬ 
ing  of  the  annual  election  of  all  their  transactions,  with  a  list  of  all 
securities  held  for  the  Lodge,  and  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
investments. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Permanent  Fund. 

Sec  1.  In  order  to  insure  stability  and  perpetuity  to  this  Lodge,  and 
enable  it  to  exercise  works  of  charity,  there  shall  be  raised  a  permanent 
fund,  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  applied,  in  the  first  instance,  to 
the  payment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  dues  for  Life  Members  and  Honorary 
Members,  and  the  residue  thereof  to  aid  brother  Masons,  their  widows 
and  orphans. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  set  aside  for  this  purpose  the  following  sums, 
viz. : 

1.  The  whole  amount  paid  for  life  membership. 

2.  Out  of  every  fee  for  initiation  and  membership,  ten  dollars. 

3.  Out  of  every  fee  for  the  admission  of  a  brother,  five  dollars. 

4.  Out  of  every  fee  for  conferring  the  three  degrees  by  dispensation, 
ten  dollars. 

And  all  moneys  and  properties  that  shall  accrue  to  the  Lodge  by 
donation,  gift,  devise,  or  otherwise  for  this  purpose. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  the  money  which  has  come  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer,  from  the  sources  mentioned  in  section  2,  amounts  at  any 
time  to  fifty  dollars,  he  shall  immediately  give  notice  thereof  to  the 
Lodge,  and  thereupon  an  order  shall  be  drawn  for  such  amount  in  favor 
f  the  Trustees  for  investment. 
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Sec.  4.  Whenever  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  exceed 
one  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  moneys  from  the  sources  mentioned 
in  Section  2,  he  shall  immediately  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Lodge, 
and  thereupon  an  order  shall  be  drawn  in  favor  of  the  Trustees  for 
such  amount  as  the  Lodge  shall  determine  for  investment. 

Sec.  5.  The  fund  thus  created  shall  not  be  impaired  or  diminished, 
but  shall  be  increased  from  time  to  time  as  the  finances  of  the  Lodge 
will  admit,  until  such  fund  shall  reach  the  sum  of  at  least  one  thousand 
dollars. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Alterations  and  Amendments . 

No  addition,  alteration  or  amendment  to  these  By-Laws  shall  be 
made  unless  a  motion  therefor  be  presented  in  writing,  at  a  stated 
meeting,  with  the  name  of  the  mover  and  seconder.  It  shall  then  be 
read  by  the  Secretary,  and  lie  over  without  debate,  until  the  next  stated 
meeting,  in  the  notices  for  which  it  shall  be  set  forth  that  “an  addition 
(or  alteration,  or  amendment,  as  the  case  maybe)  to  the  By-Laws  will 
be  considered  and  acted  upon,”  and  if  it  shall  then  be  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  be  adopted. 


Joules  of  (jpclep. 


1.  When  the  Worshipful  Master  takes  the  Chair  and  gives  Masonic 
notice,  the  brethren  shall  be  seated  and  observe  strict  order  and  silence. 

2.  After  the  Lodge  is  open,  the  minutes  of  the  last  stated  meeting, 
and  of  any  intervening  meetings  shall  be  read.  Reports  of  Commit¬ 
tees  shall  be  first  in  order ;  then  petitions  addressed  to  the  Lodge  ; 
then  balloting  for  candidates  and  initiating  them ;  after  which  any 
miscellaneous  business  of  the  Lodge,  as  the  Worshipful  Master  may 
direct. 

3.  When  a  motion  is  made,  or  any  matter  communicated,  the  Brother 
moving  or  communicating  shall  address  the  Worshipful  Master;  if  a 
motion  is  seconded,  the  Worshipful  Master  shall  state  it,  and  after  an 
opportunity  has  been  offered  for  its  discussion,  put  the  question  to  the 
Lodge,  when  the  same  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present ;  but  at  the  request  of  any  three  members,  the  question 
shall  be  taken  by  a  ballot,  and  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  votes. 

4.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the  same  question 
unless  to  explain,  and  no  Brother  who  is  not  a  member  (the  elective 
Grand  Officers  excepted)  shall  be  allowed  to  address  the  Lodge  with¬ 
out  permission  first  obtained  from  the  Worshipful  Master.  In  case  two 
or  more  members  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time,  the  Worshipful  Master 
shall  decide  to  whom  belongs  the  preference. 

5.  No  Brother  shall  retire  from  an  open  Lodge  without  permission 
first  obtained  from  the  Worshipful  Master. 

6.  The  Worshipful  Master  shall  call  any  Brother  to  order  who  may 
transgress  these  rules. 

7.  These  rules  may  be  dispensed  with  by  the  Worshipful  Master 
when  he  shall  see  occasion  so  to  do.
